April 3.—[{Special.]}—The 
gamoris again revived that Senator Beck, of 
Kentucky, who is in ill health, will retire 
grom the senate, as it seems impossible that he 
giliagian be able to actively resume his 
daties as senator. In view.of the circumstaces, 

- programme has been arranged which, if 
garried out, would have an important bearing 
on national affairs. The arrangements depend 
‘frst, upon the early retirment of Senator 
Beck, in fact, before the close of the present 
‘gongress. It is assumed that ex-Speaker Car- 
Jisle would be his successor. Mr. Carlisle’s 
ripe learning and recognized abilities as a 

blic man admirably fit him for a position in 
the upper branch of congress. It is known that 
he has senatorial ambitions. Mr. Carlisle’s 
slection to the senate would leave Judge 

Drisp, of Georgia, next.in rank, and it is be- 
yond question that he would be elevated to 
the chairin the house. The chief obstacle to 
the success of this programme.is said to be Seii- 
stor Beck. He is a Scotchman, who never 
Jets go of anything, much less of the United 
States senatorship, and besides, it is said to be 
g foregone conclusion that ex-Governor 
McCreary will be the next senator from Ken- 
tucky, in case Mr. Beck retires. 

LESTER'S VICTORY. 

Congressmen Lester, of Georgia, and Cum- 
mings, of New York, who are leading the 
fight against what is known as the compul- 
pory pilotage bill for coastwise vessels, are now 
ganguine that they have dealt .it a death blow. 
‘When it was called up today by the committee 
having it in charge, Representative Lester 
tested its strength by raising the question of 
consideration against it, and the house de- 
cided, by a majority of fourteen, not to con- 
sider. 

THE CONGER BILL. 

Considerable opposition to what is known as 

the Conger lard bill has manifested itself 


_ gmong the leading representatives of the house 


since the vehement and vigorous protests have 
poured in from the south. Representative 
Morgan, Judge Steward and others, who have 


‘ been particularly active in their opposition to 


the measure, are hopeful that they may yet. get 
this iniquitous measure, which aims a blow 
directly at all the cotton growing states under 
their. heels. 

A. B. Fortune and §. Rutherford, editor of 
the People’s Journal, at- Rome, are here repre- 
senting the negro farmers of the vicinity of 
Rome to protest against {the passage of the 
Conger lard bill. 

THE ADMISSION OF IDAHO. 

After a lively debate in the house this after- 
noon on the admission of Idaho, the bill was 
declared passed by Speaker Reed, by a vote of 
151 to1. The democrats abstained from voting 
in order to force Reed to resort to his expedi- 
ent of a “‘visible quorum.”’ Itisthe declared 
{intention of the democratic leaders to carry 
this case to the supreme court, in order to test 
the legality of Reed’s past ruling with regard 
to what constitutes a quorum. 


A BUSY DAY IN THE SENATE. 


The Zoological Park—Montana Contested 
Case and the Chinese Question. 
WasHineton, April 3.—On motion of Mr. 

Edmunds, it was ordered that, tomorrow being 

Good Friday, adjournment today shall be till 


Saturday. 

Mr. Blair, at his own request, was excused 
from further service on the committee on pub- 
lic lands, and Mr. Pettigrew appointed in his 
place. 

On motion of Mr. Pasco, the senate bill to 
extend to Port Fernandina, Fla., the priv- 
jleges of the statute as to the immediate trans- 
portation of dutiable goods taken from cal- 
pniar was passed. 

The house amendments to the senate bill 
for a zoological park in the District of Colum- 
bia were laid before the senate. The principal 
amendment was that half the expenditure for 
the park should be paid out of taxes collected 
in the district. The discfission upon this 
amendment was somewhat prolonged. It was 
finally non-concurred in, and a conference 
ordered. 

Mr. Blair broke upon what he called ‘‘an 
important discussion in behalf of the wild 
beasts, reptiles, bad birds, and all kinds of 
dangerous things,’’ in order to read a memorial 
from Zion church, in Washington, asking for 
the reopening of the case. of- the educational 
bill, and declaring its rejection by the senate 
as a ‘‘great public calamity.” 

The vice president announced his intended 
absence for a few days, and Mr. Ingalls was 
elected president pro tem. 

An effort was made by Mr. Sherman to have 
the adjournment over Good Friday rescinded, 
but it failed, 

THE MONTANA CONTEST. 

The Montana contested election case was 
taken up as unfinished business, and Mr. Gray 
resumed his.argument in support of the claim 
ofthe two democratic claimants—Clark and 
Maginnis. The burden of his argument was 
against the throwing out of the 172 votes cast 
in precinct 32 of Silver Bow county. 

At the close of Mr. Gray’s speech, a tech- 
nical discussion on the point of law involved 
in the question was carried on -between Mr. 
Hoar on the one side and Messrs. Gray and 
George on the other side. 

Finally the matter went over until Monday, 
when Mr. Vance will speak in support of the 
minority resolutions. 

THE EXCLUSION OF THE CHINESE. 

The house bill toamend the ceusus law by 
providing for the enumeration of the Chinese 
population was taken from the calendar and 
read, with the amendments reported by the 
committee on the census. 

Mr. Eustis asked Mr. Hale, chairman of the 
census committee, as to the necessity for the 
bill, and whether the enumeration of Chinese 
could not be taken without it? 

Mr. Hale said that it was very desirable, for 
many reasons that there should be a complete 
enumeration of the Chinese, and that that 
‘could not be had under the ordinary provision 
for enumerators. The bill had an undoubted 
object aside from what was strictly census bus- 
iness. There wasa demand from the Pacific 
coast that there should be some identification 
of Chinamen who were here and who had the 
right to remain here as against Chinamen who 
were constantly stealing into the United 
States. Taking advantage of the census 
(which was to include Chinamen) the bil) pro- 
vided that every Chinese person enumerated 
by the census takers should have a certificate 
engraved and formal, a duplicate of which 
would be filed in the census office, and which 
should be a permanent record of all Chinamen 
found here on the first of June next. 
The bill as it came from the house 
had been altered by the census committee in 
Various material ways. The house bill for in- 
Stance, provided that any question arising 
hereafter with reference to the right of a 
Chinaman to remain in the country should de- 
_e upon the certificate, which has to be (in 

he language of the bill) “sole evidence of his 
right.”” The senate census committee had not 
thonght that to be just or right, and had _re- 
ported an amendment that a Chinaman shall

In the debate which followed, Mr. Eustis 
made a ene in harmony with the views 
expressed in the memorial just read, while 
Messrs. Stewart and Hale defended the bill 
and its object. 

Finally Mr. Evarts suggested that the bill 
should be allowed to go over till Monday next, 
and Mr. Hale assented to the suggestion. 

Mr. Mitchell gave notice of several amend- 
ments which he would offer to the bill on 
Monday. 

After an executive session the senate at 5:40 
adjourned till Saturday. 


REED COUNTING AGAIN. 


The Democrats to Test the Rules in the 
Courts. : 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—Mr. Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, presented a petition from the 
New England Shoe and Leather association 
against the imposition of a duty upon hides 
and. skins. Ordered printed in the Record. 
The reading of the petition was received with 
applause from the democratic side. 

Consideration of the Idaho admission bill 
was resumed. The speakers in favor of -the 
bill were Messrs. Perkins, of Kansas; Stewart, 
of Vermont; Lodge, of Massachusetts; Hen- 
derson, of lowa;and it was opposed by Messrs. 
Mansur, of Missouri; Buckalew, of Pennsyl- 
vania; Oates, of Alabama, and Springer, of 
Lilinois. 

The vote was first taken on the amendment 
of the minority providing for the holding of a 
new constitutional convention. 

It was rejected—Yeas, 111; nays, 125. 

The next amendment was one providing for 
a vote upon the present constitutional amend- 
ment. 

It was rejected—Yeas, 104; nays, 121. 

The vote recurring on the passage of the bill, 
the democrats refrained from voting. One of 
the reading clerks was busily engaged in puting 
down the names of democrats present an 
refusing to vote. The democrats say that they 
intend to make this a test case and to have the 
courts pass upon the constitutionality of the 
rules allowing the speaker to count a quorum. 
It had been intended to make one of the con- 
tested election cases a test case; but as this 
could be done only by a suit for salary brought 
in the court of claims, this course was aban 
doned, and the present action decided upon. 

The bill was passed—Yeas, 129; nays, 1; 
(Mr. Buckalew), the speaker, counting a quo- 
rum. 

The house adjourned. 


THE REFORMERS MEET 


They Indorse the Blair Sunday Rest Bill and 
Call Upon the President, 

WASHINGTON, April 3.—The reform confer- 
ence, an organization formed for the purpose 
of bringing religion into a settlement of politi- 
cal and state affairs, isin session in this city, 
and teday adopted a platform, declaring in 
favor of employing the teachings of the Bible 
in the settlement of public affairs, and of the 
insertion of none of the supreme beings in the 
constitution. The platform also _ ap- 
proves the Blair Sunday rest bill, and 
all measures against gambling, pool selling 
and liquor traffic. A committee from the con- 
ference reported that a call had been made 
upon the president, who had received them 
kindly. he president, they reported, said 
that, for good reasons, he did not wish to be 
compelled to make a response to their address 
setting forth the objects of the association and 
had added that its objects were so complicated 
that he would require time for their considera- 
tion.

The Missionary Societies 


Chinese Bill. 


New York, April 3.—Representatives of 
the board of foreign missions of the Presby- 
terian chusch, American board (Congrega- 
tional), Protestant Episcopal board, American 
Baptist Missionary union, missionary society 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, American 
Bible society, Evangelical alliance and Society 
of Friends met yesterday at the rooms of the 
Presbyterian foreign missionary board, in this 
city, to consider the Chinese enumeration bill 
now before the senate, with special reference 
to its bearing upon missionary work and 
property in China. The sentiment of the 
meeting was strongly opposed to the bill. It 
was urged that its adoption would be a viola- 
tion of the treaty rights, and all who were 
present were apprehensive that it would en- 
danger the personal safety of American 
missionaries now resident in China, and greatly 
hamper them in their work. 


A Substituate-for the Tobacco Schedule. 


WasuHincton, April 3.—Cigar manufac- 
turers, who made argument before the ways 
and means committee es pr tiny £ in opposition 
to the tobacco schedule.of the bill, today filed 
with the committee a substitute for those 
schedules which would be acceptable to them 
if congress determines that the present tariff 
rate on tobacco must be changed. The substi- 
tute is intended to correct the provisoin the 
bill which subjects to duty as wrappers at 
$2.75 a pound the entire contents of a bale of 
leaf tobacco which contains any leaf suitable 
for wrappers. This proviso, the tobacco men 
assert, would really include all leaf bales, as 
none of them are free from a few leaves fit for 
wrappers. 


Loose Court Practices. 


Wasuineton, April 3.—The house commit- 
tee on judiciary today appointed a sub-com- 
mittee, consisting of essrs. Thompson, 
McCormick and tes to visit Alabama and 
neighboring southern states to take testimony 
and make* a thorough investigation of the 
alleged improper action of court officers in 
instituting prosecutions without reason, and 
for the purpose of collecting fees. It is also 
charged that sentences m criminal cases have 
been. suspendedwithout warrant of law, and 
that the officials have been guilty of malad- 
ministration and corruption.

| A BRILLIANT BACE 


IN WHICH A THIEF CAME OU 
SECOND BEST. 


THE SCHEME OF A SCOUNDREL.. 


He Feigns Sickness, Orders Diamonds 
Brought to His Room, Knocks the 
Salesman Down, But Fails. 


Cuicaco, April 3—Afn exciting encounter 
for $1,500 worth of diamonds occurred today 
in a room atthe Palmer house. One of the 
combatants was a young man -who registered 
at the hotel Sunday under the name of Ralph 
Allen. This afternoon he sent to Hyman’s 
jewelry store, and several other similar estab- 
lispments, asking that.some diamonds be sent 
him for inspection. In making the request, 
he wrote incidentally that he was confined to 
the hotel with a sprained ankle. Salesyan 
W. A. Bigler was sent by Hyman & Co. to 
make inquiries concerning Alten, and found 
him bathing one ankle with arnica, and want- 
ing the diamonds to make a,present. The 
salesman was suspicious, buiec to return 
with an assortment of gems, and take the pre- 
caution to havea hotel porter, named Perret, 
stationed near at hand. 

KNOCKED THE SALESMAN DOWN. 

When Bigler re-entered the apartment with 
a $1,500 assortment of sparklers, Allen made 
a careful selection, and then bobbed around 
back of the salesman, ostensibly to get the 
money to pay for the purchase. Instead the 
fellow pulled a heavy cain from under a mat- 
tress and felled Biglerto the floor. The sales- 
man, @ sturdy six-footer, struggled up and 
grappled with Allen, meanwhile yelling to 
the porter. 

Before the latter individual gathered his 
wits Allen had broken his cane in four pieces 
over Bigler’s head and dashed down the hall- 
Way. To rsons who attempted 
to stop him he ~- shouted: “Catch that 
insane men,’’ pointing back as he ran. Time 
Keeper Gregg, of the hotel staff, was the only 
person not fooled by his cry. Gregg finally 
overhauled Allen in a room into which he had 
dodged and taken refuge undera bed. Allen’s 
papers indicate that he came from Washington 
and possibly his right name is George A. 
Pierce. The salesman has a number of gaping 
scalp wounds, but will recover, None of the 
diamonds were lost. 


THE CONDUCTOR GOT HIM. 


Arthur Palmer, Implicated in the Killing of 
Sheriff Gibson, Arrested. 

CuHatranooGa, Tenn., April 3.—[Special.] 
Arthur Palmer, present at the killing of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Gibson, and the probably fatal 
wounding of Deputy Hasset, at a bagnio in 
this city last night; was arrested today by Con- 
ductor Moody, of the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus railroad, at Crawfish Springs, onthe 
old .Chicamauga battle-ground, the first’ sta- 
tion south of Chattanooga. The conductor 
recognized the desperado and drew a pistol 
and got the drop on him. Palmer was taken 
to LaFayette, Ga,, and from thence brought 
back to Chattanooga and lodged in the county 
jail, awaiting a preliminary examination. 

Bud Gordon, another of the trio for whom 
the sheriff has offered a reward of $100, is still 
at large, although.a determined hunt is being 
made forhim. The murder of Gibson and at- 
tempt to kill Hassett were evidently the result 
of a deliberate, premeditated plot on the part 
of. Catron and Gerdon, and stand unparalleled 
in the criminal annals of Hamilton county. 
Catron met his death at.the hands of an offi- 
cer, a hunt to the finish will be made for Gor- 
don, and Palmer is in the clutches of the law 


ARCHER’S BONDSMEN. 


It is Thought They Will Try to Throw the 
Blame on the Governor. 

BALTIMORE, April 3.—The Hartford County 
Democrat, which is published by Mr. Street, 
one of the bondsmen of State Treasurer-Archer, 
will say in its issue of tomorrow: 

The constitution requires the governor to exam- 
ine ugder oath the treasurer twice a year, and as 
much oftener as he deems expedient. The code 
requires the governor and comptroller to count 
the securities in the sinking fund four 
times a year and cancel the state  se- 
curities. It is generally reported and 
currently ‘believed that none of these 
things have been done. The $62,000 of the treas- 
ury relief joan abstracted was a state security re- 

uired by law to be cancelled. Had this. been done, 
the securities could not haye been sold, and the 
treasurer’s deficit would have been only one-half 

its present dimensions. 

This article is accepted as a public notice 
that the bondsmen will claim exemption from 
liability for the misdeeds of Archer because of 
the failure of the governor and state comptrol- 

‘ler to perform a constitutional duty. 
Sheriff Sickles Troubled. 

New Yorx, April 3.—The.grand jury made 
a presentment to Judge Fitzgerald in the court 
of general sessions today, in which they insist 
that the legislature amend the present crimi- 
nal laws so that it shall be a felony for any 
public official to take money in any shape out- 
side his salary and legal fees. Sheriff Sickles 
is having any amount of trouble since he suc- 
ceeded Fiack. Today, in despair, he sent a 
letter to the police department asking that five 
policemen be detailed as deputy sheriffs. The 
commissioners met and decided to refuse, as 
the law did not appear to admit it. The ques- 
tion was, however, referred to the corporation 
counsel.

macy. Eminisvery sensitive. Things have 
Se unfortunately awry since he returned. 
It is likely that matters were misrepresented 
to him during hisillness.

CANADA'S DESIRE. 


Either Closer Trade Relations or Annexa- 
tion Will Come. 


Toronto, April 3.—In the Ontario legisla- 
ture last night, Mr. Graham, member for East 
Lambton, moved that, in the opinion of the 
house, it is desirable that closer trade relations 
should exist between the United States of 
America and the Dominion of Canada; .that 
this house humbly petition the legislature of 
the Dominion of Canada to take such steps as 
it may deem expedient to bring about unre- 
stricted reciprocity betweén the United States 
of America and the Dominion of Canada. Mr 
Graham said, in bringing this important ques- 
tion before the house, he was fellewing the 
action of the Quebec conference of 1887, and 
also of the Manitoba legislature, which recent- 
ly passed a similar resolution. He said the 

atter had been discussed and favorabl 
-pfonounced upon by farmers’ institutes all 
over the province. There was no use 
in concealing the fact that the farmers 
were handicapped by the prohibitory tariff 
which the Americans had put upon our pro- 
ducts, and if something was not done to re- 
lieve the farmers they would soon hecome 
bankrupt. The United States wasour natural 
market, he said, and it wasin the interest of 
the whole country that cleser trade relations 
should prevail. The farmers were as loyal .as 
any other men, but they had the right to ask 
that justice be done them. If Canada failed to 
get unrestricted reciprocity with the United 

tates he believed annexation to be her in- 
evitable destiny. 

M. Frazer, commissioner of public works, 
said as the attendance was small it would be 
unfair to discuss this important subject, and ac- 
cordingly moved an aati of the de- 
bate, which was carried. 


THE RIOTOUS STUDENTS. 


Police on Duty at the University of St. Pe- 
3 tersburg. 


Sr. Pererssure, April 3.—The curator of 
the university here attempted to calm the ex- 
citement mre the students, but failed. A 
detatchment of police, therefore, has been 
penned oOn.permanent duty at the university. 

Vhile arrests of the students at the Military 
academy and Academy of Medicine were being 
made bodies of Cossacks and gendarmes sur- 
rounded the building. This is chiefly the out- 
come of discontent aristng from the reactionary 
and arbitrary spirit of the new university stat- 
utes, which have taken the place of the liberal 
regulations which were in force during the 
reign of the late Emperor Alexander II.

ANOTHER LEVEE IN LOUISIAN 


GIVES WAY ' 


AND THE RICH LANDS OVERFLOWED. | 


The Sudden Rise of a Bayou—Another Town 


Inundated—Railroad Tracks Five 
Feet Under Water. 

New Or.eAns, April 3.—The latest advices 
from Arkansas City show that the river is @ill 
falling at the rate of about two-tenths of a foot 
in twenty-four hours and has fallen in all about 
one foot. The water has gone back into the 
river wherever there isan opening in the levee. 
The whole of Crooked bayou ridge, from Tillar 
to Trippe, a distance of eleven miles, is under 
water and many plantations in this fertile sec- 
tion that were never overfiowed before are now 
under water. The track of the Arkansas Val- 
ley road between McGehee and Trippe, is five 
feet under water in one place. In no previous 
overflow has the water been so high on this 
section that trains could not pass over it from 
Tillar to Trippe. 

No trains can come further than Tillar, and 
passengers have to be transferred at Tillar for 
Arkansas City. The Ouachita division of the 
valley route, which. joins the river line at 
Trippe, is almost completely under water for 
the distance of eighteen miles from here. 

A number of railroad bridges are reported 
washed away, among them being a bridge 
across Crooked bayou above Trippe. The 
Houston Central, Arkansas and Northern rail- 
road, now being built through from McGehee 
to Monroe, Louisana, is under water, and as 
work on this road has been newly constructed 
the damage will be considerable. 

THE SITUATION ABOUT GREENVILLE. 

A dispatch from Greenville, Miss., says the 
back waters have risen but very little there, 
but the river of water which is flowing through 
the Easton break is causing havoc in Bayou 
county. The water has crossed the ridge be- 
tween Deer creek and Bayou and is fast filling 
up that country. Plantations on both sides of 
Deer creek, which heretofore have been above 
high water, are now under water. Small pro- 
tection levees at places on Williams’s bayou 
and Deer creek have been of noavail. Along 
Deer creek only dry spots here and there will 
be seen in a few days, which was not the case 
in 1882 and the previousoverflows. The oldest 
inhabitant with his highwater peg will now 
take a back seat in the history of this country 
and give way to the eventful flow of 1890. 

The town of Leland has constructed a levee 
around the place, but it is feared that it will 
be of no avail as they will have the overflow 
from the and from Déer creeks to con- 
tend against. The telephone company has 
been unable to maintain their line above 
Greenville owing to damage to their lines at 
various places. 

Plantations fronting on Lake Bolivar are 

tting some water from the eastern break. 

‘he levees above are reported standing all 
right. Some efforts were made to secure the 
ends of the broken levee at Eastons, but it 
was of no use. as the current is so rapid that 
everything is washed away. People here are 
bearing up well under the surplus of damp- 
ness which they had not bargained for. 

A TOWN DROWNED OUT. 

New Orveans, April 3.—A Times-Demo- 
crat, Vicksburg, Miss., special says: A tele- 
phone message from Mayorsyille, Miss., just 
received, announces that the entire town and 
surrounding country has been overflowed by a 
sudden rise in Steele’$ bayou, which has been 
rising eighteen inches hourly. The people 
are moving out of their residences and taking 
refuge in gin houses. The water is over three 
feet deep in the higher levels of the town, and 
rising fast. The town has never been over- 
fiowed in the memory of man, and a great deal 
of stock will be endangered by the sudden 
rise. Nearly all the whites have left town. 

A special to the States from Bastrop, La., 
says: Bonydee Levee, twelve miles east of 
this place, which protects the richest part of 
this forest from overflows, has broken.» 

As the overflow waterin Bayou Bartholomew 
is almost up to the highest point, it is feared 
that the lower country will be inundated in a 
short while. Last night the heaviest rain-fall 
for years fell here, three inches, and all small 


streams are greatly swollen, and several 
bridges on the Monroe road were washed away. 
WHITE RIVER STILL RISING. 

Hexena, Ark., April 3.—White river is still 
rising, and the town of Clarenden, Arkansas, 
is again overflowed. The people there are 
compelled to use water craft to get about 
town. 

A ‘Times-Democrat Greenville, Miss., 
special says: “A fierce wind storm, accom- 
panied by torrents of rain, passed over this 
section of country last night, which alarmed 


the people, but no serious damage was done to 
— uildings or levees. The rainfall was 24 
inches.

4 FALK WITH OFFICER FITE- 
GERALD. 


How a Man Prepares for the Signal Service, 
and Reads the Signs of the Times—A 
Remarkable Career. 


Here is something about one of the cleverest 
and best men in the signal service. 

Observer John Fitzgerald, chief of the At- 
lanta station. 

He has been here a comparatively short 
time, but already his ability and energy are 
known and appreciated in Atlanta. The sta- 
tion has become a regular source of informa- 
tion, and its forecasts are regarded with confi- 
dence—as much so as any weather predictions 


ever are. 
But personally, ~ Mr. Fitzgerald is, 
in the accepted vernacular, a clever 
man. He is genial and pleasant, 


and on so short a residence in Atlanta as has 
been his, hasas many friends as any other 
man who ever had the good fortune to have 
his lot cast in these parts. 

He is always pleased to give any information 
in his power, and takes considerable pains to 
be accommodating to the public. Since his 
coming, the local service has been extended 
and made more practically serviceable to the 
business interests of the city. 

Observer Fitzgerald is a young man, and, 
like a great many other young men, is some- 
what of a baseball enthusiast, besides 
being a good signal service officer. He can 
talk baseball from A to Z—that is from the 
view of one who can’t handle a bat and who 
would stand just about as much chance of hit- 
ting an in-curve as of stopping a cannon ball. 

He don’t play ball—except in his mind. 

But he knows all about the great game. In 
fact he issomething of an umpire himself, and 
when not studying the weather or registering 
the number of miles the wind blows to the five 


minutes, he likes to tell you of 
the great games he has played, 
and the narrow escapes he has had 


from being wiped from the face of the earth by 
the mighty stick swingers. 

‘“But that was when observers didn’t have 
as much te do as now,” he says, “and when 
they played ball to keep busy. It was fun 
then, but it’s nothing now—except to talk 
about.” 

Observer Fitzgerald has kept track of the 
wind and speculated on the weather for some 
fifteen years or more. During that time he 
has been stationed at Cincinnati, Washington, 
Pittsburg, Detroit, North Platte, San Fran- 
cisco, Philadelphia and Harrisport. In a neat 
littie scrap book, along with notices of 
his “‘great games’’ he has a small volume of 
salutatories and valedictories by the press, in 
the several cities of his location. 

When he came to Atlanta Observer Fitz- 
gerald selected it in a choice of three as a per- 
manent location. 

In which he showed his good judgment. 

The Atlanta station, temporarily housed near 
the roof of the Traders’ Bank building, is now 
his hobby. He is as proud of it, and the improve- 
ments he is making and has made, as he is of 
the profession he has followed the better part 
of his life. 

“How does a man become an observer?”’ he 
was asked. 

“Well, some of them don’t become. Those 
who do have to pass the civil service examina- 
tion first. Then he must go through a course 
of instruction in meterology, signaling, teleg- 
raphy, electricity andany number of other 
studies. When all these examinations are 

satisfactorily he is an assistant observer. 
After he has had actual experience under a 
chief of some station and on examination is 
found competent, he is then made an observer, 
subiect to be stationed at any place by the de- 
partment.”’ 

“‘Are there any difference in observers ?"’ 

“About the same as in baseball pitchers. 
Observers and observers. Some are aliowed to 
make 10ca! predictions and forecasts and some 
are not. It depends tpon the experience and 
judgment of the man.” 

Observer Fitzgerald makes local predictions 
regularly on both weather and temperature, 
So far he has not ordered out overcoats when 
it shou}d have been dusters—but it is fair to 
him to say that he isn’t altogether responsible 
for the state of affairs during ‘the past few 
weeks. : 

The signal service stations have not so far 
become a factor in politics, and on 
account of the experience required 
to fill an appointmentin one, Observer Fitz- 
gerald thfinks they never will. 

“It is probable,’ said Mr. Fitzgerald, “that 
the station will be transferred to the control of 
the agricultural department. That is made a 
feature of that department, the observers act- 
ing as agents of the agricultural department. 
I understand there is something of this sort on 
foot and, by the by, I shouldn’t object myself, 
for you see it might bring with it a little 
raise.”” 

Atlanta is soon to be a first-rate offices. She is 
not on the list of thirty first rate offices in the 
country, but when an inspector visited the 
station some time ago Observer Fitzgerald was 
instracted to recommend to the department 
any improvement he considered necessary.

GREENVILLE, Ga., April .3.—[{Special.J— 
Greenville has just completed a survey for the 
Macon and Birmingham railroad to run near 
the corporate limits of the town. It was 
gesotted before the last legislature that it 
gould cost $100,000 more to run through 
Greenville than around it, and that the line 
gould be longer. The company finally con- 
gented that Greenville might run a line be 

nning about three miles west of. Woodbury, 
which is five miles southeast of Greenville, 
gnd connect with the company’s line five 
giles west of Greenville. 

WHAT THE TOWN DESIRED. 

The town desired to begin at Woodbury, 
come by Greenville and join the company’s 
Jine six or seven miles west of Greenville. 
As this request was refused a careful survey 
has been run on the line the company was wil- 
Jing to accept. Monday the profile of this line 
was carried to Macon and submitted to the 
road authorities by a committee from the town 
and county, composed of Judge A. J. Hinton, 
county ordinary; Hon. H. W. Hill, late mem- 
per of the legislature, and Colonel Madison 
Reeves, a leading farmer living near the route 
below Greenville. The profile submitted made 
the route by Greenville three-fourths of a mile 
longer, and costing a few tyousand dollars 
more. The distance in all, in round numders, 
is ten miles. The comumittee proposed to grade 
the heaviest nile 

THE COMPANY REFUSED TO AGREE. 

The company refused to entertain the propo- 
sition. The committee proposed to grade three 
miles. This proposition was rejected. They 
then proposed to give $10,000 to bring the road 
within a mile of Greenville. This proposition 
was also rejected. It was then proposed to 
give the company $15,000 to run their line 
within one mile of the town. Another stern 
refusal was given and the committee told to 
go back and move tke courthouse and town to 
the railroad. 


THE PEOPLE GROW INDIGNANT. 

The committee returned, and on Tuesday 
reported the responses made to the town and 
gounty’s overtures. A large number of people 
from every part of the county was in town, 
it beng sale and county court day. Judge 
Longley, of LaGrange, attorney for the road, 
was in town also, it was understood, for the 
purpose of asking the county commissioners to 
rescind their order of a month ago, forbidding 
the Macon and Birmingham Construction com- 
pany to use or cross the county public roads, 
unless the railroad came to or within a mile of 
Greenville. 

THE YEOMANRY WIN. 

W hen it was understood that the petition to 
the commissioners had been made to revoke 
their order, Hon. H. W. Hill asked that the 
county be heard from on that subject. So, 
after dinner, a large number of the county 
yeomanry filed into the courthouse to hear the 
expected discussion. But Judge Longley had 
read aright the unanimous public sentiment of 
the entire county, and, instead of going into 
the courthouse, he stopped at the door, wheeled 
about, got in his bugsy and westward wended 
his weary way to LaGrange. The commis- 
sioners announced that the petition of revoca- 
tion had been withdrawn, and therefore their 
order remained in full sforce. 

AND LOUD JUBILATION I8 HEARD. 

Shout after shout went up, and the vast 
assemblage was resdlved into an enthusiastic 
mass meeting. Hon. G. L. Peavy led off ina 
stirring and exhaustive speech, showing up the 
conduct of the construction company, the ille- 

ality of its acts and the rights of the people of 
‘Meriwether. He proved the great damage 
done the county by building the road below 
the town, and the good results to every citizen 
and farmer by having it come to Greenville. 
Round after round of applause greeted his un- 
answerable arguments and telling hits. Every 
point was fully and elaborately discussed, and 
the citizens of the county responded heartily 
to the speaker. 

THE LEGISLATION RECITED. 

Hon. H. W. Hill followed in a splendid 
speech going into the details of the legislation 
that gave the company their charter. The first 
act forced the road to go through Greenville 
and LaGrange, and Mr. Hill had that clause 
inserted. The amondment passed last Octo- 
ber, going round Greenville, was supported by 
the representative from LaGrange. Mr. Hill’s 
statement of his two visits to the company in 
Macon were lucid and satisfactory, and his 
@peech was one af the best he ever made.

A.J. Snelson closing with a practical speech 
that clinched the arguments of the other speak- 
ers.

The Assassins Meet Their Fate With Dogged

hanged publicly at Homerville today, for the 
murder of William Hughes and wis wife. The 
drop fell at-1:03.

THEY DIED GAME. : 

Both men confessed the bratal crime which 
they had committed, and died game. They 
‘both passed their last ‘night on earth as though 
nothing was to transpire ‘on the morrow. After 
@ meagre breakfast they chatted cheerfully 
and passed the forenoon in singing and pray- 
ing., At dinner'their menu consisted of a cup 
of coffee and biscuit: About 4,000 followed 
the procession to the gallows. 

THE MURDER OF THE MILLERS. 

The murder which théy expiated today 
was one of the most cold-blooded in the cata- 
logue of crime. They were hired to 
kill other parties, and while en route 
to do their dastardly work, ascertained 
that Mr. Hughes was known to keep 
considerable money in the house, and they 
decided that it would be more lucrative to 
murder the Hughes family instead. 

They lingered around the premises until 
evening, and quietly approached the house, 
found the old-lady in the kitchen when she 
was most cruelly murdered with an ax, and 
then leaving the kitchen, they met the hus- 
band at the gate, and served him similarly. 
The ax with which this atrocious crime was 
committed is still on exhibition. It was not 
until the following morning that the murdered 
bodies were discovered.

Robert Saxton, a third party who aided in 
this inhuman act, was killed while resisting 
arrest, thus cheating the gallows of what he 
deserved.

The Romance of the Banjo. 

Maurice Thompson, the well-known poet, 
eritic and story-writer, has for some time 
been criticising the methods of the novelists 
of the Howells and James school. Mr. 
Thompson's remarks, in the various publi- 
cations to which he has contributed, have 
lead us to suspect that’ he believes most 
thoroughly in romance. Our suspicions are 
more than justified by a contribution which 
Mr. Thompson makes to the current number 
‘of The Century Magazine. 

That article shows that Mr. Thompson as 
a romancer is as wild and as alert as any of 
the birds he is fond of describing. He tells 
a story of how an old colored man invented 
and made a wonderful banjo, on which he 
played much to the delight of his old master, 
and to the astonishment of the cohorts of 
scientists who constantly infest the wild re- 
gion of north Georgia in which the scene of 
the story islaid. The old negro not only in- 
vented the banjo, but carved it beautifully, 
and played on it with marvelous art. To 
prove this, Mr. Thompson proceeds to give 
the words of the songs the old negro played, 
and they are remarkably well written frem 
the standpoint of a white man. In fact, the 
entire article is well written and the negro 
songs are no exception. 

But Mr. Thompson is an accomplished 
archer, and the temptation to exercise his 
mental muscles in drawing the long-bow is 
too great. He goes on to bury the old negro 
in the wild region where the banjo was made, 
and the fame of him leads hundreds of pil- 
grims to the burial spot. It has become a 
shrine for the writers of negro dialect, and 
on a stone near by, they have carved their 
mames. Mr. Thompson found there the 
mames of Thomas N. Page, Harry 8. Ed- 
wards and J. C. Harris. It is a beautiful 
and a wonderful story altogether, and roman- 
tic enough to suit the tastes eyen of the fish- 
ermen who sit around the fire and compose 
their yarns. 

Mr.. Thompson’s romance, however, is 
written to bolster up a theory of his that the 
banjo is a musical instrument peculiar in its 
origin to the negroes. This theory is more 
romantic than the story-in The Century, 
which is saying a great deal. It is surpris- 
ing that a stage fiction should deceive Mr. 
Thompson, who is said to have had some ex- 
perience among the negroes since the war. 

There was an interesting controversy on 
this subject some time ago in The Critic, of 
New York, but there was not a particle of 
evidence going to show that the banjo was a 
popular instrument with the negroes. Some 
of The Critic’s correspondents had heard the 
banjo played by the negroes, but none of 
them, if we remember correctly, pretended 
to say, from their own observation, that the 
banjo was the peculiar and popular instru- 
ment of the southern plantations. The banjo 
may be an Arab instrument, and some of the 
Arabs who were brought to the south as 
slaves may have brought specimens of it 
with them. That is probably the secret of 
the whole matter. 


Boston and Russia.

Gunpowder as a Moral Factor. 
The northern newspapers have had a 
good deal to say, first and last, against what 
they call the shotgun policy of the south. 
Undoubtedly these critics are right in the 
main, so far as their comments refer to the 
prdinary street fights and duels which were 
only too common in the south a generation 
ago. But there is no shotgun policy in this 
section now; duels are rarely heard of, and 
the average hip-pocket is generally empty. 
This reform has made human life safer, 
but it may be doubted whether it has per- 
weptibly raised the standard of morals. In 
@ recent number of the North American 
Review, Mrs. Amelia E. Barr speaks out 
very much after the fashion of the old-time 
poutherner. She says that the abolition of 
duelling has something to do with immoral 
conversation between the sexes. In coun- 
tries and times when men were prompt to 
punish with a pistol shot, or the sword’s 
point, an improper glance or a lascivious 
innuendo, there was more ceremony towards 
women, and certainly more visible respect. 
For there are, and always have been, a class 
of men amenable to nothing but personal 
and physical punishment; and it is precisely 
this class who consider a woman’s folly, 
weakness or affection their legitimate prey. 
Now, here is a woman familiar with the 
society of both Europe and America, who 
expresses the deliberate opinion that the 
juilicious use of gunpowder helps morality 
amd benefits society. It seems an awful 
thing to say, and yet the trouble is that it is 
grue.

wrong-doer in the old-fashioned way. -This 
is so well understood that it is a rare thing 
anywhere for a self-respecting, decorous wo- 
man to suffer either insult or injury. 
Georgia Canning Factories. 

Every fruit growing county in Georgia is 
interested in the establishment of a canning 
factory, and the latest move in this direction 
has just resulted in the members of the 
fruit exchange subscribing a sum sufficient 
for the erection of one of the factories at 
Macon, where it will certainly be a paying 
investment. ‘ 

Southwest Georgia is a great fruit grow- 
ing section and has felt the need of canning 
factories for years past; fruit flourishes on 
her prolific soil as it does nowhere else in 
the country, and generally what has not 
been shipped to be canned and preserved at. 
the north has been left to rot in the fields. 

But now all this will be changed. Coun- 
ties where fruit is grown in abundance will 
erect their own canning factories; the fruit 
growers will increase their revenues and the 
whole state will be benefited. In Lee 
county the largest pear groves in the state 
are located, and a canning factory will be 
erected there; and other counties are talking 
up the canning interest and will also have 
factories of their own. It is a good work, 
and we are glad to see that the people have 
taken hold of it in earnest. ‘*There’s mil- 
lions in it.’’ 


The Books We Read. 

In an entertaining article in the North 
American Review, Mr. O. B. Bunce dis- ; 
cusses the reading of the United States as 
compared with that of England. He finds 
they read a great deal more than we, and 
that with them the rewards of the author 
are greater. Another striking fact he pre- 
sents is that they read more books ‘of a high 
order than we do. All classes of literature | 
are more read there, though we make a re- 
spectable showing in histories, scientific 
works and books of information. But out- 
side of fiction, works of the imagination 
have small sale in the United States. 

Perhaps Mr. Powderly threw some light 
on this subject the other day when he said 
the workingmen began to read when they 
shortened the work day from the run of the 
sun to ten hours, and said they would read 
a great deal more when their work day lasts 
only eight hours. English workingmen have 
more outings than Americans, Every Sat- 
urday, as a rule, they have a half holiday, 
and there is general relaxation. Then there 
is the friction that a dense population kin- 
dies. The daily clash of man with man 
in the shops makes them talk and read 
more, 

When we have the eight-hour day, which, 
Mr. Powderly says, is a foregone conclusion, 
we will have more readers, and after a time 
better readers. 

It is worth while to observe that, even 
without reading, we are ahead of them on 
invention, and perhaps on originality of 
every kind.

A Negro Bishop in Boston. 

The negro Bishop H. M. Turner, well 
known in the south, and especially in Geor- 
gia, delivered a remarkable address in Bos- 
ton last Monday.

Hefhas no faith in 
the future of the negroes here, but admits 
that they are getting along pretty well in the 
south. In Georgia the bishop feels as free 
asin Boston. He fears that workmen from 
the north will influence southern workmen 
so that they will in time refuse to work with 
the negroes, but he looks for no such ostra- 
cism as prevails in the north. 

Bishop Turner is one of the ablest men of 
his race, and his remarks doubtless aston- 
ished his Boston audience. The statement 
that the negro will never be ostracised in the 
south to the same extent that he is in the 
north must have been a bitter pill for Dr, 
Gregg and his friends to swallow.

day morning. Mr. Havens is one of the best 
animal trainers in the country, and the success 
with which he managed his difficult work 
yesterday, which was not without its risks and 
dangers, shows how well he understands his 
business. 

AN ELEGANT BUILDING. 

The new menagerie building is -what you 
piiziit call tony, in the language of the day. 

It is first-class in every particular—as fine 
and perfectly appointed as any in the country. 
It is large, well lighted and ventilated, with a 
system of drainage and sewerage and other 
modern appliances that will render it one of 
the pleasantest places about the park. 

Everything has been arranged to prevent 
any disagreeable features, and in its new home 
the zoo is bound to become doubly more inter- 
esting than in the rough, ill-ventilated old 
shed it has occupied for the past year. 

The building is 112 feet long by 36 feet wide, 
with a height of 12 feet at the walls and 24 
feet in the center of the gable. 

It is brick, plastered on the inside, and 
tastely painted and finished off inside and out. 
The floor is of brick and will be kept as clean 
and fresh as a new pin all the time. 

The cages, eight in number, thotgh several 
are divided in two departments by partitions, 
occupy the center of the building, reaching 
from endtoend. An aisle seven feet wide is 
railed off on each. side of _ the 
row cages, with a space of five 
feet between the railings and 
cages. One of these aisles is for white peo- 
ple and the other for colored. There is no 
communication between them, and two large 
double doors at each end of the building serve 
as entrance and exit to the aisles or passages. 
There is also a door in the center of each side 
of the building. 

Keeper Havens has a neat little office at the 
north end of the building, raised up to a height 
equal to the tops of the cages, so that he can 
keep his eye on animals and visitors inside and 
out of the building at all times. Below the 
keeper’s room isthe boiler and feed room, 
steam-heating apparatus being provided un- 
dernerneath all the cages. 

The cages are of half inch iron bars, twelve 
feet square and ‘seven feet high, the only 
wooden purtion being thef floors,fwhich are of 
two-inch plank. Each of the cages is built on 
trucks. and roll upon trucks the entire length 
of the building and an equal distance in the 
open air at the south entrance. Every pleasant 
day the big cages will be rolled out into the 
park where they can be seen from a distance. 

MOVING THE ANIMALS. 

The first move Keeper Havens made toward 
transferring the menagerie across the grassy 
dale that intervenes between the old zoo build- 
ing and the new one, was to tear out one end 
of the old building. 

One of the old Hall & Bingley circus wagons 
was borrowed for the occasion, and upon this 
most of the animals were conveyed to their fu- 
ture home. 

Rose and Kate, the African lionesses, were 
the first to vacate the old cages. They occu- 
pied adjoining cages, with an open connecting 


of 


gotten both into the same cage and the door 
shut down. Then the cage was shoved off its 
stationary benches to the old circus wagon, 
and the two queens of the jungle took a oe a 

At the new building the wagon was backed 
up with the door of the cage close to that of 
the new cage, which had been rolled outside 
on the track at the south end. 

Kate was the first to christen the new cage. 
But she had to be forced into it. 

When the doors were opened between the 
two cages, the new and the old, neither of the 
lionesses could be induced to make the ven- 
ture. Finally Keeper Havens crawled through 
the little door with a stick in his hand, and 
facing the two beasts, drove them out into the 
new cage. As soon as Rose saw that Kate,the 
first to enter, was all right, she went through 
without any trouble. 

THE MEXICAN LIONESS. 

Molly, the big Mexican lioness, was the next 
load made by the keeper. 

She wasn’t at all anxious to go into new 
quarters either, but when she did land in the 
midst of the heap of sawdust she was as hap- 
py asa kitten. She rolled about, and was 
good humored enough to submit to a little 
petting and tickling by the keeper. 

The hyena was a load for a half dozen. 

Ever since this ugly looking animal has 
had his home at the Gress zoo he has been 
kept chained to his cage. 

When the wagon bearing him and his old 
Cage was backed up to the entrance to his new 
quarters, he got very ugly. Keeper Havens 
got hold of the end of his chain and, fastening 
it to another long rope, ran this through to the 
opposite side. Four negro men gripped it, 
and for a few seconds a regular tug 
of war was held between the growl- 
ing, scratching hyena and the § four 
men at the other end of his rope. The men 
conquered in the end, and the hyena was 
janded in his new cage despite his desperate 
efforts to resist. When he cooled down the 
keeper reached through the bars and took his 
collar and chain off—the first time he has been + 
80 free in years. :

In a 
second they were perched upon his arm and 
there they remained till the trip across the 
park was made and they were deposited in 
their new house.

The Lincolnton Road. 

An important failroad meeting was held 
» Monday in Lineco)nton, relatiyeto the work of 
building from Washington to Lincolnton. 

Colonel E. T. Shubrick, representing a con- 
struction company, agreed. to. build and equip 
the road for $25,000 cash and $50,000 in bonds, 
making the total cost of the road $75,000. 
After some deliberation it was determined to 
accept the proposition. The contract will be 
drawn and signed up in ten days, Washington 
will raise $15,000 and Lincolnton $10,000. 

A committee, composed of Messrs M. M. 
Sims, T. B. Green, John M. Callan and J.D. 
Colley, was appointed to solicit the stock to 
be subscribed in Washington, and Messrs. 
Hotiday, Remsen and others are expected to 
report at once from Lincoln. 

Fort Payne to Summerville. 

The route chartered by the last legislature 
for this road was from Fort Payne to Summer- 
ville, where it would tap the Chattanooga, 
tome and Columbus ; thence through Snake 
Creep Gap to Sugar Valley, where the East 
Tennessee line is crossed. “The Western and 
Atlanta is crossed at Calhoun, and from this 
place the route is extended via Fairmount, 
across the Marietta and North Georgia to 
Gainesville, intersecting at that place the 
Richmond and Danville system. 

The Middle Georgia and‘Atlantic. 

It is said that this road may pool issues wtth 

the South Bound for terminal facilities at Sa- 


vannah. 
Mr. Herman Myers, president of the South 


Bound, said yesterday : 

‘“‘AsI understand it, Colonel Machen and 
his associates desire to come into Savannah 
and secure terminal facilites, ifit will not be 
too expensive. There is some talk of them 
coming in over the South Bound track,and itis 
by no means impossible that this may be done. 
The whole matter will be thoroughly discussed 
when Colonel Machen is here, and some con- 
clusion, I believe, will be arrived at.’ 

Of the seventeen miles between Eatonton 
and Machen, already fourteen or fifteen miles 
of iron have been laid, and the balance of the 

way has been graded and crosstied. For w eeks 
the construction force has been at work in 
sight of Eatonton. 

Under One Head, 

Fare on the Wrightsville and Tennille rail- 
road has been reduced from four cents to three 
cents per mile.

HOW THEY ARE QUARTERED AND 


HALFED. 


The Report of the Principal Keeper 
and Some of the Facts It 
Presents to the Public. 


A peculiar document was sent yesterday to 
the comptroller general’s office by Colonel 
Towers, the principal keeper of the peniten- 
tiary. 

According to law the lesses of the convicts 
on the first of May pay the state $25,000 or 
$15, 21 cents'and 3 mills for each man. In 
order that the money paid may be equally 
divided, Colonel Towers, on the first of every. | 
April, submits a report of how the convicts | 
are divided and what proportion each lessee 
is obliged to pay. Im order that the money 
may come out even the convicts have to be 
divided in a way which seems impossible | 
without the aid of a carving knife.

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POLICE COMMISSION. 


THE SAME OFFICERS RE-ELECTED 
AT THE REORGANIZATION. 


Chairman English Still Occupies the Chair, 
Secretary Stephens Handles the Ke- 
cording Pen—Business Transacted. 


The police commission met last night at 7 
o’clock. 

This is the first meeting since the election, 
and was rather a momentous one. 

Mayor Glenn, with Commissioners English, 
Brotherton, Brown, Stephens and Lester were 
all on hand. 

Mayor Glenn made the first: motion, and that 
was that the otticers should stand as they had 
been during the, preceeding term. 

There was no opposition, and Chairman J. 
W. English, Secretary John Stephens and 
Chaimnan Pro Tem J.-F. Lester were re- 
elected to their respective positions. 

And so the commission stands as it has been 
during the several years of the term of office of 
the commissioners, and the gentlemen who 
have given .s0 much attention to -the 
increasing .and improvement of .the 
police department, will still guide and 
direct the efforts of the department in preserv- 
ing the peace and good will of the city. 

THE REPORTS 
of the various officers followed. From the 
stationhouse keepers the “report stood thus: 
The report for the month of January shows @ 
greater amount of business than ever previous: 


State cases 
City cases 


The amount of fines imposed by the recorder 
was $2,713, and of this amount $1,742.60 was 
collected ; $22 remitted, and worked out on 
the public works, $948.40. 

For the month of February, state cases, 107 ; 
city cases,731. Total, 838. 

Amount of fines imposed was $2,841.10, of 

which amount $1,687.90 was collected. 

The March report was not handed in, but is: 
City cases, 909; state cases, 135. Total, 1,044. 
Both reports w ere received and adopted. 

March has shown the largest record of any 
month in the history of the department—both 
in cases made and cases convicted. 

IMPROVING THE FORCE. 

Chairman English notified the board that 
he had given an order to John Smith, of At- 
lanta, fora new patrol wagon, to be con- 
structed after the most approved pattern. 
The model of this wagon is taken from the 
wagons used in the largest cities in the union. 
It is to be provided with both pole and shafts 
and horses to be used in drawing it. 

It contains cushioned seats, and instead of 
a cover like the present wagon, it has an iron 
railing with an arrangement for hand-cuffing 
the prisoners and making them secure in case 
of an emergency. 

It is to be much lightér than the 
wagon now in use, more roomy, and 
adapated to the three-fold purpose of 
carrying squads of patrolmen to any 
oma in case of emergency; as a patrol wagon 

or the transfer of prisoners from the place of 
arrest to the stationhouse, obviating the ne- 
cessity of the patrolman leaving his beat; and 
for use as an ambulance in cases of emer- 
gency. 

The wagon will be ready for use in 
about sixty days, and will be a vast 
addition to the efficiency of the police de- 
partment. _ 

THE PARK POLICEMEN. 

On motion the chairman of the board was 
authorized to place two additional policemen 
on duty at the L. P. Grant park during the 
summer, and that the chief of police be aa- 
thorized to increase the force on Sabbaths 
and at other times when necessary ; and when 
the regular men are on daty that they be re- 
quired to do twelve hours service, and that the 
compensation of these officers be two dollars 
ay, the same as regular policemen on the 
city force. 

Petitions of E. W. Walton and Pat Mc- 
Cullough, for reinstatement, were received’ 
and filed. 

There were two vacancies to be filled—one 
regularand one supernumerary. The filling 
of these vacancies was postponed until the 
next regular meetin 

The question.of drilling the patrolmen was 
discussed, and Chairmen English compli- 
mented the foree on the efficiency of the men 
in the progress that the men had made in 
adapting themselves to the military tactics. 

It was then agreed that all the companies 
should turn out on 4 ~ Bg 26th, Memorial Day, 
armed and equipped, so as to show the 
strength of the department. The companies 
are to consist of from twenty-five to thirty 
men each, and that all the supernumeraries of 
the force be placed on duty that day. 

THE ANDERSON CASE. 

A resolution was passed that the chief of 
police prefer charges against Patrolman 
Anderson, and that the city pay the charges 
of two witnesses from Carroll county, whose 
evidence is necessary in the Carroll county 
matter, the details of which haye been pub- 
lished. 

The affidavits in the case, signed by Mr. 
Cammon, who was the man who was alleged 
to have been the injured party, exonerating 
the policeman, and: from others, were intro- 
duced and placed on file. 

The case will probably come up for a hearing 
at the next regular cen

THE VALUABLE RELIC, 

The soldier thought of the ten-cent piece 
immediately, being the last money the presi- 
dent had spent while in life. He valued it 
wyery highly, and in the fall of 1866 he met up 
with Dr. J. B. Mobley and told him about the 
ten-cent piece he had. The doctor laughingly 
gsked Colonel Lines what he would take for 
the piece, and Colonel Lines remarked, jok- 

ly, he would take $25 for it, whereupon Dr. 

bley pulled out the amount and handed it 
tehim. Colonel Lines wanted to back out, 
but Mobley insisted, and finally received the 
piece from the hands of Colonel Lines. 
THE LAST MONEY LINCOLN SPENT. 

Now, is this the last money Abe Lincoln 
spent? Itappears the drugstore mentioned 
was only a few steps from the opera house, 
and further, that the president had a private 
box at the opera, and, consequently, had no 
ticket to purchase as he went in, and Colonel 
Lines stated it to be a fact that the druggist 
gxid the president gave it tohim. At any 
yate, thisis strong evidence that this is the 
identical last ten cents Abe Lincoln ever dis- 
posed of during his life.

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ALKING FOR THEIR CHUCK. 
The Chicago Dressed Beef Men Test # Vir- 
ginia Law, 


NorFouk, Va., April 3.—The 
Virginia, at its last session, ed a law re- 
quiring all beef, veal and mutton butchers at 
any point 100 miles from the place it should be 
offered for sale to be inspected. The fee is 
one cent per pound, half to go to the state and 
the remainder to the inspectors. The law has 
proven exceedingly obnoxious, especially to 
the cities, as it has had the effect of pitting 
up the price of meat two or three cents, the 
advance coming out of the pockéts of con- 
sumers. 

bit Bea constitutionality of the law was 
argued before the circuit court of the United 
Statesfor the eastern district of Virginia, in 
this city, Judge Hnuglies presiding. 

W. J. Campbell, of Chicago 
White, of this city, appeared for the petitioner 
—William Redman, of Armour & Co., who 
had been arrested for refusing to pay the in- 
spector’s fees, argued the case at length, 
holding that the law was void because it is vio- 
lative of the clause of the United States con- 
stitution, which gives to congress excinsive 
right to regulate commerce between the states 
and guarantees to the citizen of each state all 
rightslenjoyed by those of other states. They con- 
tended that the act wasaimed at Chicago beef, 
and as no parvo slaughtering cattle and ship- 
ing dressed beef therefrom resided in Virginia, 
the act operated exclusivély upon non-resi- 
dents and principally on those engaged in the 
west in the dressed beef business. The state was 
represented by the attorney general and the 
inspectors by Robert M. Hughes, of Norfolk. 
These gentlemen defended the act as a valid 
inspection law and denied that it was cither a 
tax measure or designed to operate as a dis- 
crimination against those in the dressed beef 
business. They laid a great stress on the 
pet that the court could not go behind the 
etter of the act, which says nothing about 
meat from other states. At the conclusion of 
the argument, the court stated that its opinion 
would be delivered next Monday at Richmond.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 3.—The stock market today. 
again gave evidence that it is broadening and not 
on!y London and Chicago were buyers, but many _ 
outsider operators who have held aloof from 
speculation forsome time took a hand in the 
game today. The increased activity and steady 
strength displayed by the general list would seem 
to show also that the pnblic are willing to trade 
fn stocks if they only receive some encourage- 
ment. The fact that tomorrowis a holiday and 
all loans made will run till Monday made the banks 
cautious in lending, especially as there would be 
difficulty in realizing upon stock collateral over 
tomorrow and advantage was taken of 
this fact to manipulate the money 
market a little in the afternoon and rates 
on all for a short time run up to8 percent, but 
with little apparent effect upon values in the 
stock market. Realizing sales by traders who de- 
sired to close accounts over the holiday were, 
however, of some influence in making a fractional 
reaction toward the close. The most prominent 
feature of the day was dealing in coal stocks, and 
especially Reading and Lackawanna. In the for- 
mer the pool was again at work, but the favorable 
influence of the reported agreement between the 
opposing parties in the company was quite neu- 
tral by the selling of traders on good news. and 
the reported action of Lackawanna, which, 
it is feared, will compel the Reading 
to lower its tolls. Vanderbilt shares came 
mext in prominence, and Lake Shore and 
Michigan Central were specially active and strong 
the investment demand being kept pace with by 
buying for speculative accounts. Foreigners 
were buyers of Louisville and Nashville and St. 
Paul, but their operations were not of special‘im- 

tance. . Advices from London report a_ better 
feeling there, notwithstanding that the bank of 
England failed to reduce its minimum rate of dis- 
count as had been expected by many, and indi- 
cations are that after the Easter holidays Ameri- 
can securities will attract more attention from 
foreign investors and speculators. Grangers were 
strong on the prospects of the formation of a suc- 
cessor to the Interstate association upona firmer 
basis, but their movements were comparatively 
marrow. 

In the the afternoon news that 
the plaintiff in the suit against the 
gas trust had begged for delay, and the view that 
his case must be a poor one helped that stock ma- 
terially, and on liberal buying it was sent up from 
44 to 46, though it could not hold all of the im- 
provement.

CHICAGO, April 3—Wheat—Trade was fair and 
fluctuations confined within narrow limits, The 
opening was about \c higher than yesterdays clos- 
ing, but offerings became quite free, and there was 
quite active trading in the various futures, but 
prices declined %.@%c. Later offerings were not 
heavy, and with fair buying prices recovered some- 
what, but the closing was easy and 4c lower for 
May and 4c lower for July that the closing figures 
of yesterday. There was not much outside news, 
and what influences were presented were generally 
favorable to holders. Cables quoted a steady and 
firmer feeling. The movement in the northwest is 
letting up some, Minneapolis and Duluth having 
received only 170 cars.

The market opened active and strong, at a slight 
advance over yesterday’s closing prices, and under 
a good local demand, a prominent local trader 
buying May freely, the market advanced jc. A re- 
action of 4@%c followed the early advance, the 
local crowd becoming long and sold some, after 
which the market ruled strong and closed a shade 
better than yesterday. 

Oats were moderately active and steady for May, 
but stronger and a shade higher for July during 
the early trading, but in the later part an easier 
feeling developed, and the closing prices were at 
about inside figures, near the same as yesterday’s 
close. Most of the business centered in May, and 
prices fluctuated 4c. July received more atten- 
tion, and sold at one time within 4,@%c of May 
and 4%4@\c over June. There was a good demand 
for round lots for shipment, one lot of 200,000 
bushels No. 2 white belng sold for export.
